In 1595, the year that 
Shokespedre finished writ- 
ing “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” a daughter wax 
born into the large family 
of Powhatan, — hereditary 
ehief of the Red Indian 
tribes in Virginia 


Twelve years later on oa 
fine April day three ships 
sailed into Chesapeake Bay 
and headed up the James 
River, Virginia. On hoard 
were about 10 colonists 
and 40 sailors, sent out by 
the newly-formed Virginia 
Company of London, estab- 
lished by Jumes 1, 


They were a motley col- 
lection: aristocrats down on 
their luck, adventurers out 
for «change, pirates in 
search of a rest, and oa 
liberal sprinkling of honest 
men, 


An Adventurer 


HE vessels curried a num- 
ber of potential leaders 
for the new Colony. Among 
them were Edward Wing- 
field and John Smith. Wing- 
field was an aristocrat, 4 
spenilthrift and an idealist, 
and it was he who’ was 
finally elected President of 
the Council. Captain John 
Smith was not even allow- 
ed an reat cn the Council, 
since he had made treason- 
able remarks on the way 
over und had been prompt- 
ly clapped in {rons for the 
remainder of the voyage. 


Smith was a strange man, 
An adventurer at heart, he 
was en tough and atocky 
farmer's son with a violent 
temper, a blonted ego and a 
stubborn will.

Scripture Lessons 


VERY day Mr Buck. the 

preacher, gave the Indian 

princess teesona in Seripture and 
taught her to read and awrite. 

She was baptised into the 
Church of England and given 
the name Rebecca, Soon after- 
wards she met her. future hus- 
band, a morose widower named 
John Rolfe, who was the first 
Englishman to grow tobacco in 
Virginia while Pocahontas was 
a minor expert herself, She 
grew ull her father’s tobacco 
and had plenty of ‘advice for 
{he solitary, hard-working Eng- 
Iishman from Heacham in Nor- 
folk. : 
Slowly the . friendship deve- 
loped until in April, 1614, they 
were . married by the Rev. 
Richard Buck, her former 
teacher, in Jamestown. 
built their ‘ home farther up 
river near to Henricopolis, and 
were soon tilling the ground for 
2 new tobacco plantation. 

‘Their son was born fn 
unique Angio-Indian home and 
they named him Tom. '

In March, 1617, their visit to 
England ended, John Rolfe and 
Pocahontas went on board the 
George at the Tower steps— 
she had to be carried from the 
coach, Her illness had worsened. 
Pocahontas Itnew she aas going 
to die, and her life ended on 
board the George not far from 
Gravesend. She was 22.

LBERT POOLEY, wounded in one of the firat major war 
crimes committed by the Germans, has returned to 
France in 1946 at his own oxponse to ostablish tho datalls. 
For no ono in England beliovos that noarly 100 prisonors 
of war, men of tho Royal Norfolk Roegimont, wore shot 
down in cold blood at Le Paradis, in 1940, and that Pooley 
and William O'Callaghan wore tho only survivors. 
Although ho is a dosperately sick man, Poolcy is 
dotermined to avonge his comrades. Accompanied by a 
French friend, he calls at the farm where he and 
O'Callaghan sheltered in a pigsty for nine days after the 
massacre. Madame Croton, who looked after them, gees

HERE is magic in an 
ege when it ets into 
the hands of a good cook, So 
I decided to devote most of 
my second = lesson — for 
teenagers to egg cookery.

TRUMPED-UP 


Although he fought on tne 
Polish Western Front against 
Germany In the double rape of 
Poland in September 1939, It 
was on a trumped-up charge by 
the Russians of spying on the 
custern boundary that he was 
arrested two months later, 

The fact thal he had as a boy 
Jeamed to speak perfect Russian 
from his Russian mother was 
enough to convince them that 
he was a spy, but for form’: 
sake they had to get a signed 
confession, 

For oa whole ytar they tried 
out on him the more ingenious 
methods devised by civilleed 
man to malo a human bting 
talk, to make him sign a 
document he was never allowed 
to read. 

He wus confined for slx 
months in a chimney-like cell 
where he could only stand and 
which was never cleaned, so 
that the miserable prisoner had 
to live in his own mounting 
Alth, He was taken out of this 
cell for Interrogation and tor- 
ture only. 

Hls chief inquisitor, ‘The 
Bull,” hit him on the Jaw with 
his pistol butt, so that he apat 
out teeth and his face swelled, 
ond the next day the Bull said, 
“You look lopsided,” and bashed 
his other cheek to “square you 
up.”

303, 400 miles south of the 
An:tic Circle, The first 3,000 
vmiles) was by train, 60 men 
packed Ught In a cattle truck, 
moving only at night, in seertcy. 
Then the prisoners walked 800 
miles at four miles an hour, 
chained behind a lorry, untll the 
fury of a Siberian blizzard 
halted the vehicles, 


TETHERED 


The officer commanding the 
convoy summoned — reindeer 
sledges, and they finished the 
Inst 200 miles (ethered behind 
these, 

Trey slept oul, and were fed 
twice n day on bread and crgatz 
coffee, Many of the older men 
died on the journey. 

When they reached Camp 403 
Rawicz at last saw the possi- 
bility of cscape, He was 
undeterred by lack of provisions 
lack of clothing, and the va 
distance to be covered on foot 
without map, compass or water 
bottle. He chose six com- 
panions: a Yugoslav, two other 
Poles, a Lithuanian, o Latvian 
and an American. After making 
what preparations they could, 
they escaped from the camp in 
April 1941, In a snowstarm, and 
began to walk south. 


ATE SNAKES 


During their long walk of 
over 3,000 miles, they broke the 
ice and caught fish In a north¢m 
river, killed a deer trapped by 
fts antlers in the roots of a trec, 
ate snakes In the Gobi Desert, 
But these were exceptional 
occasions that stuck in the 
memory. For most of that 
year’s march they were near 
starving and, In the 
wilhout sufficient water, 

They met a young Polish girl 
escaping frem a forced labour 
turm, and befriended her, taking 
her along with them, She was 
the first to dic. 

Finally four survivors, barely 
alive, staggered down the 
southern slopes into India, where 
they were welcomed by a British 
anny patrol, 

The privations Rawicz and 
his companions overcame proves 
once again that the free spirit 
is Invincible, The help they 
gave to ench other and to the 
girl, and the hospitality they 
received from Mongollans and 
Tibetans, restored In the author 
the faith in humanity that his 
treatment as a prisoner had 
destroyed.
